Dear Mr. Friedman: 

I have been given a rather difficult assignment, I think, and 
hope you will be able to help me. The problem is to make an interest- 
ing and worthwhile talk on "Communications Security" to five hundred 
field grade officers without going higher than "Unclassified." I 
believe I have heard you discuss having had similar problems. 

The new nine-month Command and Staff Course has replaced «T1 
other courses here, including the Communications-ELectronics Staff 
Officer Course. The majority of students will get the" classified 
treatment on "Communications Security" late in the Course. However, 
the f irst portion of the Course can contain no classified material 
because of a number of foreign students, and it has fallen my lot to 
give this group a comprehensive lecture. 

I am thinking of stealing some of your stuff and using the "Time 
Magazine" approach. The use of such sources not only prevents compro- 
mise, but also provides good attention getting "cause's celebre" if 
one can carry it off as well as you do. So — I would be most apprecia- 
tive if you could give me either references or examples of commsec 
successes or violations which are now unclassified either as a result 
of official disclosure or Time-Black Chamber types of foul-ups. (Have 
you read "London Calling Northpole"? It's a rather fascinating account 
of how German SIS "played back" a British agent's radio with terrible 
results for the British. The key to the whole mess was failure to 
authenticate . ) 

Am going to Kelly Air Force Base next week to discuss this with 
the boys down there and to look for more unclassified examples. 

It seems very strange around here without a Communications Course 
running. Our strength has been considerably reduced. Colonel Griffin 
has moved up to a higher position in the Staff, Milt Frank has gone to 

Portugal for an attache' assignment, and George Walborn is now Chief.
